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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Species 3 (Fig. 6) in the reply filed on 10/3/06 
is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that "Figs. 5 and 6, in fact have the 
same structure, except that Fig. 6 has a slidably adjustable holder to support a hand 
shower... and Fig. 5 has a stand-off support for the water-carrying wall bar". This is not 
found persuasive because they are structurally different as point out by the applicant. 
Since there is no allowable generic linking claim, the requirement is still deemed proper 
and is therefore made FINAL. The applicant further indicates claims 1, 5 and 6 are 
readable on the elected species; accordingly, claim 2-4 and 7-21 are withdrawn from 
further consideration. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1, 5 and 6 are objected to because of the following informalities: "Shower 
arrangement" in line 1 of claim 1 should bee -A shower arrangement-; "Shower 
arrangement" in line 1 of claims 5 and 6 should bee -The shower arrangement--. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1, 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. It is unclear as to what structure is being referred to 
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by the language "which" in lines 1 and 3 of claim 1. Furthermore, "at least one shower" 
in lines 1-2 of claim 5 and in line 1 of claim 6 appear to be a double inclusion of "at least 
one shower" in lines 2-3 of claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1, 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Fan (5,749,552). 

Fan discloses a shower arrangement with a wall bar (Fig. 1), which can be fixed 
to a water carrying wall connection and is connectable to the water supply and also with 
at least one shower, which is supplied with water through the wall bar (see col. 2, line 
44+). The at least one shower is a hand shower attached via a shower hose (50) (see 
col. 2, line 52+). The at least one shower is adjustable (see col. 2, line 52+). 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Warshawsky, Buhrman, and Chen disclose other shower 
arrangements similar to the applicant's shower arrangement.
